1997 Winter Weather Related Fatalities

Winter Storms accounted for 90 deaths (includes winter storms and ice); four more than in 1996. Winter we
was the second deadliest category in 1997, behind floods. Many deaths were the result of blizzards i
Dakotas from January 8-11 and in the southwestern mountains of Arizona, New Mexico and Utah from Jar
10-14. Causes of deaths include vehicle accidents, carbon monoxide poisoning (people stranded in a v
with the engine on and poor ventilation), and hypothermia (people who left their stranded vehicles and dic
reach shelter). The states suffering the most fatalities were Colorado with 12 and North Dakota with 11. C
90 fatalities, 64 were males and 26 were females. The 30- to 60-year-old age group accounted for 48% of \
weather deaths. There were also 573 injuries, second only to tornadoes with 1,033.
